CALIFORNIA CHOOSES 
California voters will choose Democratic and 
Republican candidates for Congress and for 
governor in prim ary elections today. 
CALIFORNIA POLITICS challenge all the rules 
of what is at best an imperfect science. A former 
dancing partner of Shirley Temple won election 
to the U. S. Senate in 1964. This year, the movie 
actor who played George Gipp in Knute Rockne— 
All American (“ Go out there and win one for the 
Gipper!” ) is favored to win the Republican nomi­ 
nation for governor. It could happen only in the 
Golden State. 
George Murphy, Shirley’s erstwhile co-star, 
bucked the Johnson tide and Goldwater undertow 
with comparative ease. But Ronald Reagan, a 
Hollywood good guy of more recent vintage, 
may find the road to the governor’s mansion in 
Sacramento paved with tacks. Assuming Reagan 
wins on Tuesday, his November opponent almost 
certainly will be Gov. Edmund G. (Pat) Brown, 
a m aster in the art of political survival. 
Personality, 
not policy, wins elections in 
California. Former Govs. Earl Warren and 
Goodwin J. Knight projected an image of amiable, 
sun-kissed integrity. So do Brown and Reagan. 
But Brown is the incumbent and the Democrats 
enjoy a 3-2 edge in voter registration. 
STILL, Reagan could take it all. His personal 
credentials are impeccable. Among other things, 
he worked his way through college, played three 
years of varsity football, and was president of 
the student body. Since then, he has broadcast 
Chicago Cubs and White Sox baseball games, 
served six term s as president of the Screen 
Actors Guild and been named filmland Father 
of the Year (1957). Today Reagan raises horses 
and cattle and is a member of the Lions Club. 
One thing that could hold Reagan back is his 
curious political background. Once an ardent 
New Dealer, he voted for Franklin D. Roosevelt 
four tim es and for Harry S. Truman in 1948, 
That was the year he divorced his first wife, 
Jane Wyman. Since his rem arriage in 1952 
to Nancy Davis, Reagan has supported Republican 
presidential candidates. 
Reagan contends, as do certain southern Demo­ 
crats, that the national Democratic party de­ 
serted him, not vice versa. The Great Society, 
he says, is great only in the amount of money 
it wants to spend. He proposes a Creative 
Society in which “ the people themselves (would) 
have the strength and the ability to solve the 
problems that confront us.” 
ALTHOUGH Reagan’s battle with form er San 
Francisco Mayor George Christopher occupies 
center stage, other California prim ary contests 
are of some interest. Brown’s opponent for the

Jeffery Cohelan (D) is being challenged by Robert 
Scheer, a certified representative of the “ hew 
left.”

The big vacation months of 
June, July and August make up 
a dangerous period of the year 
for highway 
travel, it was 
noted today by Captain John A, 
Berglund, head of the Missouri 
Highway Patrol's Safety Divi­ 
sion. 
He stated that 12,940 persons 
were killed in the Nation during 
this time period last year — 
365 of them died in Missouri. 
“ These facts should give the 
motorist reason for concern, 
and should convince him he must 
make some 
special efforts to 
make travel safer. 
“If you are planning a vaca­ 
tion trip by car, the most im­ 
portant part of your planning 
could be the attention you give 
those measures that will in­ 
crease the safety of you and 
your family while on the roads,” 
Captain Berglund added. 
Besides obeying traffic laws, 
the Safety Officer recommended 
the following protective mea­ 
sures: Make certain the vehicle 
you drive is in safe mechanical 
condition. Wear a seat belt and 
see that all who ride with you 
do so. Drive within the limits 
of your stamina and never when 
tired.

A quarter-century campaign by a committee of the American Bar Association to improve 
legal procedures in traffic violations has reached the halfway mark. 
Twenty-five states 
now have abolished the system of relegating traffic offenses to part-time, often untrain­ 
ed persons— justices of the peace and local magistrates— who are paid by fees from the 
fines they levy and often tend to treat the process of justice as a revenue-producing oppor­ 
tunity. 
The system has been called the most glaring weakness in the nation's courts. 
Nearly all judges hearing traffic cases in the 25 states are now on straight salary. In ad­ 
dition, four states have taken steps to abolish fee courts. O f the 21 states where the fee 
system still prevails, many permit counties to switch to salaried judges by local option

PORTAGEVILLE — The M is­ 
souri 
Cotton Producers As­ 
sociation Friday urged cotton 
farm ers not to wait any longer 
to plant cotton in the hope legis­ 
lation might be adopted to pro­ 
vide relief from wet weather 
conditions. 
The message was distributed 
after Senate action setting a

Internal Revenue Service, in a 
move to publicize its crack­ 
down on moonshiners, has come 
up with a radio program which 
an IRS memo 
boasted would 
"brainwash the citizenry'* and 
be "second only to Batman.'' 
With this disclosure today, it 
appeared Uncle Sam 's tax col­ 
lectors were trying to fight corn 
with what the memo admitted 
might be considered corny. 
But Sen. Edward V. Long, D- 
Mo., isn't amused. 
"As one reads the memo he 
feels he is reading from a script 
of the makebelieve television 
world of Batman," he said in a 
speech prepared for the Senate 
today. 
Joseph S. Rosapepe, IRS in­ 
formation director, said in a 
May 27 letter to Long's Admin­ 
istrative 
Procedure subcom­ 
mittee that the memo describ­ 
ing the radio program was with­ 
drawn, "is no 
longer an of­ 
ficial instruction" and "does 
not represent the policy or the 
attitude” of the IRS. 
Long apparently isn't satis­ 
fied with Rosapepe's letter. He 
said he is calling the IRS of­ 
ficial before the subcommittee 
Wednesday for an explanation. 
In his letter to the subcom­ 
mittee, Rosapepe indicated the 
memo was for interdepartmen­ 
tal use only. He refused the sub­ 
committee's request 
for 
the 
name of the memo's author, 
identifying him only as a young 
employe of the Atlanta regional 
office who "used lad judgment 
in his choice of words.” 
The memo apparently was 
drafted in an attempt to help 
agemts 
of 
the IRS' Alcohol 
and 
Tobacco Tax Division» 
known as "stillbusters” and 


"revenooers” 
in 
moonshine 
country—improve their image. 
The publicity campaign was to 
go hand-in-hand with a crack­ 
down 
known 
as 
"Opera­ 
tion Dry Up," it said. 
The memo gave hints on how 
agents can promote the radio 
programs, which it said "are 
not only entertaining, but are 
used to brainwash the citizenry 
and to escalate the image 
of 
A4TT special investigator." 
It also advised agents that 
"your first impression of the 
program will be that It is corny 
and 
overdramatic. 
Experts 
have evaluated 
the program, 
and they tell us that it is of ex­ 
cellent quality, and does the job 
it was originated to do. We 
stand second only to "Batman." 
In dealing with the press, the 
memo 
said, "a great number 
of 
the people engaged in the 
profession of news writing are 
of odd make-up.” 
"The majority are individuals 
with egos that need 
to 
be 
pumped each time they do a 
job 
for an organization," 
it 
added. "The media personnel 
are usually 'hams' and delight 
in making a public appearance, 
receiving applause, and recog­ 
nition.” 
Thus, the memo urged its per­ 
sonnel to give a "pat on 
the 
back” to people in the 
news 
business who have helped the 
alcohol tax agents.

Today is Tuesday, June 7, the 
158th day of 1966. There are 
207 days left in the year. 
Today's highlight in history: 
On this date in 1939, King 
George the sixth and Queen 
Elizabeth arrived in the United 
States - the 
first 
reigning 
British monarchs to ever visit 
the United States. They were 
greeted by Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull at Niagara Falls. 
On this date 
In 1942, the Battle of Midway 
in the Pacific ended in a U.S. 
victory. 
In 1943, 
French Generals de 
Gaulle and Firaud formed a 
Cabinet for the French Commit­ 
tee of National Liberation from 
the Nazis. 
In 1944, bitter fighting raged 
on the beachheads of Norman­ 
dy. 
In 1945, the Marines on Oki­ 
nawa made new gains by tak­ 
ing a peninsula in the south­ 
western part of the island from 
the Japanese. 
In 1946, the Army revealed 
the arrests of an Army officer, 
Col. Jack Durant, and his wife, 
WAC Captain Kathleen Durant, 
on charges of stealing one-and- 
a-half million dollars In jewels 
from the home of the Prince of 
Hesse, near Frankfurt, Ger­ 
many. 
Ten years ago - A series of 
rockfalls sent two-thirds of a 
huge power plant tumbling into 
Niagara River gorge, one half- 
on lie below Niagara Falls.

Under the bill, M issouripablid 
lib ra rie s will get $806.3 thou­ 
sand for the next year with which 
to buy books, pay w orkers, and 
other expenses. The state will 
have to put up a slightly higher 
sum in matching grants. 


The state will get $930.2 thou­ 
sand in federal funds for build­ 
ing, and repairing lib ra rie s, and 
buying equipment. The state will 
put up a slightly larger amount 
as 
matching funds. Congress 
was told that many of the li­ 
b ra ry buildings are old. 
In the five year period the an­ 
nual appropriation will be more 
than doubled according to the 
bill, so that the state will get 
m ore 
than 
twice 
the above 
am ounts by 1971. 
Under the bill also the state 
will set up an office to su p er­ 
vise and coordinate all the li­ 
b ra rie s in the state, making 
them into one system . The state 
will get $108.7 thousand for this 
without matching. 
The state wEl get $65 thousand 
with which to provide lib ra rie s 
for inm ates and patients of hos­ 
pital, mental institutions, and 
orphanages. There will be on 
matching for this either. 
Then the state will get $10.9 
thousand to set up lib ra rie s for 
the physically handicapped, the 
blind, deaf, and crippled.

CALIFORNIA CHOOSES 
California voters will choose Democratic and 
Republican candidates for Congress and for 
governor in primary elections today. 
CALIFORNIA POLITICS challenge all the rules 
of what is at best an imperfect science. A form er 
dancing partner of Shirley Temple won election 
to the U. S. Senate in 1964. This year, the movie 
actor who played George Gipp in Knute Rockne-- 
All American (“ Go out there and win one for the 
Gipper!” ) is favored to win the Republican nomi­ 
nation for governor. It could happen only in the 
Golden State. 
George Murphy, Shirley’s erstwhile co-star, 
bucked the Johnson tide and Goldwater undertow 
with comparative ease. But Ronald Reagan, a 
Hollywood good guy of more recent vintage, 
may find the road to the governor’s mansion in 
Sacramento paved with tacks. Assuming Reagan 
wins on Tuesday, his November opponent almost 
certainly will be Gov. Edmund G. (Pat) Brown, 
a m aster in the art of political survival. 
Personality, 
not policy, wins elections in 
California. Former Govs. Earl Warren and 
Goodwin J. Knight projected an image of amiable, 
sun-kissed integrity. So do Brown and Reagan. 
But Brown is the incumbent and the Democrats 
enjoy a 3-2 edge in voter registration. 
STILL, Reagan could take it all. His personal 
credentials are impeccable. Among other things, 
he worked his way through college, played three 
years of varsity football, and was president of 
the student body. Since then, he has broadcast 
Chicago Cubs and White Sox baseball games, 
served six terms as president of the Screen 
Actors Guild and been named filmland Father 
of the Year (1957). Today Reagan raises horses 
and cattle and is a member of the Lions Club. 
One thing that could hold Reagan back is his 
curious political background. Once an ardent 
New Dealer, he voted for Franklin D. Roosevelt 
four times and for Harry S. Truman in 1948. 
That was the year he divorced his first wife, 
Jane Wyman. Since his rem arriage in 1952 
to Nancy Davis, Reagan has supported Republican 
presidential candidates. 
Reagan contends, as do certain southern Demo­ 
crats, that the national Democratic party de­ 
serted him, not vice versa. The Great Society, 
he says, is great only in the amount of money 
it wants to spend. He proposes a Creative 
Society in which “ the people themselves (would) 
have the strength and the ability to solve the 
problems that confront us.” 
ALTHOUGH Reagan’s battle with former San 
Francisco Mayor George Christopher occupies 
center stage, other California primary contests 
are of some interest. Brown’s opponent for the 
Democratic gubernatorial nomination is Samuel 
W. Yorty, the irascible mayor of Los Angeles. 
Yorty, never one to mince words, has charged 
that the governor “ has the support of the Com­ 
munist Party.” 
The most fascinating of the various congres­ 
sional primary races has taken place in the 
Seventh District, which includes the Berkeley 
campus of the University of California. Rep. 
Jeffery Cohelan (D) is being challenged by Robert 
Scheer, a certified representative of the “ new 
left.” While contemptuous of the adm inistra­ 
tion’s Viet Nam policies, Scheer is no sober­ 
sides. At some of his rallies he has used 
topless dancers to insure a big turnout.

On June 14, 1777, the Continental Congress 
passed a formal resolution adopting the Stars 
and Stripes as the official Flag for the armed 
forces of the United States. This new Flag re ­ 
ceived its baptism on August 3, 1777, at Fort 
Stanwix, where the British first cast eyes on the 
magnificent symbol of freedom.

of humanity could find articulation. These stripes 
will always remain as dramatic proof of the 
efficacy of mutual cooperation of states or na­ 
tions when inspired by lofty concepts of freedom 
and justice. 


The stars represent the individual states of this 
Union.

Each color of the Red, White and Blue also 
has a profound meaning, and adds infinite 
significance to Old Glory. The Red stands for the 
red blood of the countless patriots who fought 
and died for freedom, the men at Valley Forge, 
at Gettysburg, at St. Mihiel and the Argonne, 
at Guadalcanal and in the Philippines, and on 
Heartbreak Ridge in Korea, and more recently, 
in South Vietnam. The Red in the Flag is a 
challenge to ALL Americans to be willing to

heritage handed down to us by our Founding 
Fathers. 
The White stands for liberty, for the hope of 
men and women over the whole world, and repre­ 
sents the purity of this ideal, according to our 
own George Washington. 
The Blue stands for the loyalty of generations 
of people from all corners of the earth who 
adopted this great land, created the tradition 
of a dynamic Republic, and remained loyal to 
its ideals. Loyalty is the most difficult of all 
attitudes under the pressures of alien political, 
social and economic theories. Today, more than 
ever, the American people are called upon to

After I had drilled 8 wells in 
the Southern part of the El 
Dorado Arkansas Field and the 
East Field, the Smackover dis­ 
covery well blew wild in 1922, 
cratered and caught fire. It 
was spectacular, blowing can- 
taloupe-size rocks hundreds of 
feet high and booming like thun­ 
der every few seconds as it 
re-ignited. 
When the wind blew from the 
Northeast, our porches in El 
Dorado 7 miles away showed a 
skim of reddish sand. Soon the 
VKF Oil Well, about 
3 miles 
North of the gas discovery, 
indicated thousands of acres 
prospective for production. 
Among my partners in buying 
and selling a Northeast Louisi­ 
ana timber tract was a Mr. 
Jones whom we called “Jen­ 
nie” Jones because one of his 
sawmills was located at the 
small town of Jennie, Arkansas. 
Early in the Smackover boom 
he came over from Monroe, 
Louisiana and thinking I knew 
the oil business, suggested we 
enter a joint venture. 
I was more interested in paying 
the bills I had incurred in drill­ 
ing and equipping my wells, but 
early next morning we started 
for the Smackover Area. Gas 
was worth little and oil prices 
’were depressed. There was far 
more prospective acreage than 
money. 
I knew of two blocks of about 
400 acres each, and we found 
another during the day. Leases 
. could be had for little more than 
drilling a 2,000 ft. test well. 
“ Jennie” Jones 
urged me to 
. take each block we found after 
studying maps and offered to 
advance my half of the outlay 
without security or even a note. 
His interest with me in the 
profitable timberland deal four 
years before was only by verb­ 
al agreement. 
I was cautious; “Jennie” Jones 
wanted action. I stalled, and he 
returned 
to his 
lumber ac­ 
tivities. In his absence I failed 
to follow through. 
All 3 blocks produced, some 
portions from 3 different sands. 
While oil during the flash pro­ 
duction was low in price, the 
1200-plus acres netted about 
$10,000 per acre, and a dollar 
was worth twice as much then 
as now.

The unvarnished truth is that 
a fiberglass boat requires con­ 
siderable attention — and don't 
let a salesman tell you differ­ 
ently. 
It's true also that some of us 
poor dream ers of still una­

adventure LIKE 
to 
work on our old wooden boats. 
Here's how it goes— 
All winter long you have been 
driving over to the yard every 
week or two to make sure that 
the tarpaulin has not blown off 
vour precious craft and that

youngsters have not 
started picking on her. The 
sight of your Argo hibernating 
quietly in 
her drab cocoon 
brings back the feel of the sea. 
As spring approaches, one 
lousy weekend follows another.

Everything 
is grimy with the dust of a 
hundred winds, and the paint is 
even sadder than you feared.

bag” can always be counted 
upon to battle for what he thinks 
is best for his country. He uses 
his 
influence 
to keep the Re­ 
publicans, for instance, from 
making a damaging, divisive is­ 
sue of the Viet Nam war. 
For all his husky, melodic 
oratory, which flows forth like 
a rendition of Handel's “ Mes­ 
siah,” the senator from Illinois 
Is 
no 
mere 
claghom. He Is

politician. And he is capable of 
being a great statesman. 
His most endearing quality Is 
his ability to chuckle

CALIFORNIA CHOOSES 
California voters will choose Democratic and 
Republican candidates for Congress and for 
governor in primary elections today. 
CALIFORNIA POLITICS challenge all the rules 
of what is at best an imperfect science. A former 
dancing partner of Shirley Temple won election 
to the U. S. Senate in 1964. This year, the movie 
actor who played George Gipp in Knute Rockne-- 
All American (“Go out there and win one for the 
Gipper!” ) is favored to win the Republican nomi­ 
nation for governor. It could happen only in the 
Golden State. 
George Murphy, Shirley’s erstwhile co-star, 
bucked the Johnson tide and Coldwater undertow 
with comparative ease. But Ronald Reagan, a 
Hollywood good guy of more recent vintage, 
may find the road to the governor’s mansion in 
Sacramento paved with tacks. Assuming Reagan 
wins on Tuesday, his November opponent almost 
certainly will be Gov. Edmund G. (Pat) Brown, 
a master in the art of political survival. 
Personality, 
not policy, wins elections in 
California. Former Govs. Earl Warren and 
Goodwin J. Knight projected an image of amiable, 
sun-kissed integrity. So do Brown and Reagan. 
But Brown is the incumbent and the Democrats 
enjoy a 3-2 edge in voter registration. 
STILL, Reagan could take it all. His personal 
credentials are impeccable. Among other things, 
he worked his way through college, played three 
years of varsity football, and was president of 
the student body. Since then, he has broadcast 
Chicago Cubs and White Sox baseball games, 
served six terms as president of the Screen 
Actors Guild and been named filmland Father 
of the Year (1957). Today Reagan raises horses 
and cattle and is a member of the Lions Club. 
One thing that could hold Reagan back is his 
curious political background. Once an ardent 
New Dealer, he voted for Franklin D. Roosevelt 
four times and for Harry S. Truman in 1948, 
That was the year he divorced his first wife, 
Jane Wyman. Since his remarriage in 1952 
to Nancy Davis, Reagan has supported Republican 
presidential candidates. 
Reagan contends, as do certain southern Demo­ 
crats, that the national Democratic party de­ 
serted him, not vice versa. The Great Society, 
he says, is great only in the amount of money 
it wants to spend. He proposes a Creative 
Society in which “the people themselves (would) 
have the strength and the ability to solve the 
problems that confront us.” 
ALTHOUGH Reagan’s battle with former San 
Francisco Mayor George Christopher occupies 
center stage, other California primary contests 
are of some interest. Brown’s opponent for the 
Democratic gubernatorial nomination is Samuel 
W, Yorty, the irascible mayor of Los Angeles. 
Yorty, never one to mince words, has charged 
that the governor “has the support of the Com­ 
munist Party. ” 
The most fascinating of the various congres­ 
sional primary races has taken place in the 
Seventh District, which includes the Berkeley 
campus of the University of California. Rep. 
Jeffery Cohelan (D) is being challenged by Robert 
Scheer, a certified representative of the “new 
left.” While contemptuous of the administra­ 
tion’s Viet Nam policies, Scheer is no sober­ 
sides. At some of his rallies he has used 
topless dancers to insure a big turnout.

On June 14, 1777, the Continental Congress 
passed a formal resolution adopting the Stars 
and Stripes as the official Flag for the armed 
forces of the United States. This new Flag re­ 
ceived its baptism on August 3, 1777, at Fort 
Stanwix, where the British first cast eyes on the 
magnificent symbol of freedom. 
Since then, Old Glory has seen many battles, 
and has inspired millions of our fighting youth 
in every corner of the globe to give their full 
- measure of devotion to the cause of freedom 
and justice. It still flies unsullied in the breezes, 
a hope for all mankind that the individual might 
have dignity and that he might have the oppor­ 
tunity for life, liberty and the pursuit of happi­ 
ness. 
To those who conceived Old Glory, and to mil­ 
lions of Americans over the years who lived and 
served and died under its protection, our Flag 
is not just a fetish, nor is it a mere design, 
pleasing to the eye. Woven into every strand of 
that great Flag we find the hope and the joy and 
the faith of free men everywhere. Each part of 
Old Glory has a meaning, and it is that meaning 
which makes the American Flag the proudest 
symbol in the firmament of heaven. 
The stripes stand for the thirteen original 
Colonies, led by remarkable men who were 
big enough to transcend provincial jealousies 
and personal interests in order to unite in a 
federation of States, welded together by a com­ 
mon ideal, that of creating a government “of 
the people, for the people and by the people,” 
a government in which the moral conscience 
of humanity could find articulation. These stripes 
will always remain as dramatic proof of the 
efficacy of mutual cooperation of states or na­ 
tions when inspired by lofty concepts of freedom 
and justice. 


The stars represent the individual states of this 
Union. Each of the fifty stars has a glorious 
history of its own. For example, Star #31 
represents the great State of California. It 
would take a small library to house the records 
of the thrilling drama about this Golden State, 
about the covered wagons, the undaunted courage 
of men, women and children who journeyed 
westward, about the Gold Rush, the opening up 
of vast agricultural areas, the waterways, the 
harnessing of nature’s power and the building 
of industries and cities. Each state has its own 
history, its own saga of courage and vision, and 
together they comprise the fifty stars in the field 
of blue. 
Each color of the Red, White and Blue also 
has a profound meaning, and adds infinite 
significance to Old Glory. The Red stands for the 
red blood of the countless patriots who fought 
and died for freedom, the men at Valley Forge, 
at Gettysburg, at St. Mihiel and the Argonne, 
at Guadalcanal and in the Philippines, and on 
Heartbreak Ridge in Korea, and more recently, 
in South Vietnam. The Red in the Flag is a 
challenge to ALL Americans to be willing to 
' sacrifice their “ lives and their fortunes and their' 
sacred honor” 
to preserve the magnificent 
heritage handed down to us by our Founding 
Fathers. 
The White stands for liberty, for the hope of 
men and women over the whole world, and repre­ 
sents the purity of this ideal, according to our 
own George Washington. 
The Blue stands for the loyalty of generations 
of people from all corners of the earth who 
adopted this great land, created the tradition 
of a dynamic Republic, and remained loyal to 
its ideals. Loyalty is the most difficult of all 
attitudes under the pressures of alien political, 
social and economic theories. Today, more than 
ever, the American people are called upon to 
express their loyalty to basic American con­ 
cepts, to the ideals of free economy, self deter­ 
mination, personal initiative and endeavor, as 
well as 
to individual responsibilities 
as 
American citizens. Unless we have that loyalty 
to the principles upon which this great Republic 
was founded, Old Glory will lose its luster, its 
inspiration, and its purpose. In simple words, 
the meaning of our wonderful Flag rests with 
all of us who project our hopes into it. If WE, 
the American people, fail, the Flag will fail. 
May God help this Nation to revitalize the 
meaning of Old Glory with the renewed dedica­ 
tion of each generation of Americans, so that a 
thousand years from now it will have pre­ 
served its majesty in the affairs of mankind.

now have abolished the system of relegating traffic offenses to part-tim e, often untrain­ 
ed persons— justices of the peace and local magistrates— who are paid by fees from the 
fines they levy and often tend to treat the process of justice as a revenue-producing oppor­ 
tunity. 
The system has been called the most glaring weakness in the nation's courts. 
Nearly all judges hearing traffic cases in the 25 stotes are now on straight salary. In ad­ 
dition, four states have taken steps to abolish fee courts. O f the 21 states where the fee

The amendment putting a $10,- 
000 maximum payment to p ro ­ 
ducers, however, will cause a 
d g ^ v m i ^ t leastjtw o weeks, 
the cotton Producers A ssocia­ 
tion said, and would elim inate 
any chance of planting. 
Most growers in the area have 
larg e acreage and the maximum 
grant would be too sm all in 
these instances to com pensate 
them for the crop failure, the 
association said.

"As one reads the memo he 
feels he is reading from a script 
of the tnakebelieve television 
world of Batman," he said in a 
speech prepared for the Senate 
today. 
Joseph S. Rosapepe, IRS In­ 
formation director, said in a 
May 27 letter to Long's Admin­ 
istrative 
Procedure subcom­ 
mittee that the memo describ­ 
ing the radio program was with­ 
drawn, "is no 
longer an of­ 
ficial instruction" and "does 
not represent the policy or the 
attitude" of the IRS. 
Long apparently isn't satis­ 
fied with Rosapepe's letter. He 
said he is calling the IRS of.

The memo gave hints on how 
agents can promote the radio

It also advised agents

program will be that it is corny 
and 
overdramatic.

We 
stand second only to "B atm an." 
In dealing with the press, the 
memo 
said, "a great number

the people engaged in the 
profession of news writing are 
of odd make-up." 
"The majority are individuals 
with egos that need

for an organization,''

added. "The media personnel 
are usually 'hams* and delight 
in making a public appearance, 
receiving applause, and recog­ 
nition."
